13. (Currently Amended) The apparatus of claim 8 claim 1 wherein the at least one 
glove seat is any of coated, knurled, ribbed, ridged, striated, and grooved. 

14. (Currency Amended) The apparatus of claim rS claim 1 comprising two glove 
mounts disposed in spaced-apart, opposed relation with respect to the otiher forming 
a diroat therebetween.
